to verdegris. In all its ſaline ſtares, however, 
it has not an equally violent action as'a ſtimulus, 
And, from its aſtringent power externally, it was

It is now determined by experience, that, he 
all the preparations of copper, thoſe with tlie 
neutral falts, particularly with the ammoniacal 
ſalts, are the leaſt wrulent.

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' probable, that the remedy introduced by Mr 


Boyle, under the title of Ens Veneris, was of 
this kind. On this remedy he beſtows very 
high encomiums, in all diſeaſes attended with u- 


niverſal laxity. Since the days of Mr. Boyle, 


the cuprum ammoniacum has been recommended 
to the attention of practitioners by ſeveral Ger- 
man writers. And papers on this ſubject are to 
be met with in the memoirs of- the Royal Aca- 


demy of Berlin, and in the Ephemerides Germa- 
nicae. Since the publication of theſe papers, it 


has not unfrequently been employed in epilepſy. 
And, it has been alledged, that the uſe of it has 
often been attended with conſiderable advantage. 
It is not, indeed, to be imagined, that we ſhall 
ever obtain a remedy which will prove effeQual 


in every caſe of epilepſy. It is, however, of great

The Shanks of this patient, in my. opinion, is 
not altogether without ambiguity, There are, 
indeed, many ſymptoms here, which are con- 
ſidered as the charaQterizing marks of a dropſi- 
cal affection. And, from the ſwelling of the ab- 
domen, the difficulty of breathing, the thirſt, 
and 
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and ſcarcity of urine; we might conclude, that 
ſhe is ſubjected to aſcites. 1 am inclined to think, 


that this is really the caſe. But Here a vety eſ- 
ſential citcumſtance is wanting. With this ſwel- 


ling of the belly, there is no evident fluQuation, 


a circumſtance which is almoſt eonſtantiy obſer- 


ved where an enlargement of the abdomen de- 
pends upon water; ot even where any other l- 
quid, fuch, for example, as blood, pus, or the 
like, is depoſited in the cavity of the abdomen. 
The want of fluQuation, then, would naturally 
lead us to inquire, how far there is reaſon to ſuf 
pect, that the ſwelling here depends on any o- 
ther cauſe.” And, there is the rather room for 
fuch an inquiry, as there is no appearance of 
effuſed water in any other part of the fyſtem.

There are two other ſuppoſitions reſpecting the 


cauſe of this ſwelling, which here naturally pre- 


fent themſelves. It ſometimes happens, that 


ſwellings, in appearance, ſimilar to the preſent, 


depend upon a ſolid matter. But, to this ſuppoſiti- 


on, there are here two unſurmountable objections. 
The firſt may be drawn from the progreſs of the 


diſeaſe. 
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por Where, t the enlargement of the abdo- 


men depends upon a ſolid matter, it very gene» 


rally begins at a particular ſpot, and from thence 
it is gradually extended to other parts of the ab- 
domen. But, in the preſent caſe, although the 
increaſe has been gradual, yet, it has been uni- 
formly extended, over the whole, and no parti- 


cular local hardneſs has ever been diſcovered. 


Beſides this, ſwellings depending on a ſolid mat- 
ter, are not liable to ſudden changes, With our 
patient, however, ſuch changes manifeſtly occur.

Another ſuppoſition is, that the ſwelling here 
occurring may depend upon air; that is, that 
our patient may be ſubjected to tympanites.

With this uncertainty, I am not here diſpoſed 
to give a very favourable prognoſtic.

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To all theſe circumſtances, it is farther to be 


added, that her complaints have already reſiſted 


the power of ſeveral medicines. If, therefore, 
it admits of a ſpeedy and fortunate termination, 

it is, I own, much more than I expect. 
lt may ſeem ſtrange, that hitherto I have taken - 
no. notice of a circumſtance particularly mention- 


ed in this caſe, that is, the worms which ſhe has, 


at different times, been obſerved to diſcharge by 
ſtool. There are ſome practitioners, who, with 
ſuch circumſtances as occur here, would look 
upon worms in the inteſtinal canal to be the cauſe 
of the greateſt part, if not of all the ſymptoms. 
I muſt, however, own, that I do not ſuſpect them 
to have any connection with the preſent com- 
plaint. Worms, indeed, in the inteſtines, are 
by no means a rare occurrence; yet, as far as 
my inquiries go, I think I may venture to aſſert, 
that, in this country, they are leſs frequent than 
in ſome others; and that now, they are leſs fre- 
quent here than they were formerly, which I 
am inclined to aſcribe to changes which have 
taken place with reſpect to diet. Caſes are often 
to be met with, in which they are unqueſtiona- 
bly productive of the moſt threatning and moſt a-

chat they are frequently preſent in the alimen- 
tary canal when they are productive of no in- 


convenience. This ſufficiently appears from their 
being obſeryed to be diſcharged "Where there has 


been no preceeding uneaſineſs, : 
In the caſe before us, they een chiefly 
during the courſe of a fever. It is to be obſer- 
ved, that, during febrile affeQions, worms fre- 
n appear; and, when this is the caſe, there 
are many who are diſpoſed to conſider them as 
the cauſe of the fever. This concluſion, how- 


ever, is, I imagine, often drawn without good 


reaſon; and I cannot help thinking, that they 
are frequently diſcharged merely in cotifequence 


of the fever. It would ſeem, that, from the mor- 


bid affection which exiſts, probably from the in- 
creaſed heat of the body, their ſituation becomes 
difagreeable' to them. And I reckon” it pro- 
bable, that chis may have been the caſe in the 
inſtance before us. Our patient has, even of

This patient is ſubjected to a diſeaſe, which i is 
by no means a rare occurrence in practice; and, 


it is farther a complaint, almoſt all the ſymptoms 


of which are obvious to the ſenſes; yet, in my 
opinion, there is a confiderable acficulry in af- 
fixing a proper name to it. And, indeed, this is 
an obſervation which applies to cutaneous affec- 


tions in general. For, to this tribe of diſeaſes, 


the caſe of our preſent patient is manifeſtly to be 


referred. I cannot help thinking, that cutaneous 


diſeaſes are not hitherto diſtinguifhed with ſuffi- 
cient accuracy, either by noſological or practical 
writers. Some, indeed, have multiplied rhe ſpe- 
cies to a very great extent. But, from their de- 
ſcription, it is often impoſſible to fay to which 
any particular inftance can be referred. 

It would, 1 apprehend, be of great conſequence _ 
in practice, could diſtin genera of theſe be form- 
ed, eſpecially if they could be diſtinguiſhed accor- 
ding to tlie cauſes from which they proceed, 
And probably, on this footing, all of them might 
be referred to one of four heads.

From the uſe of the ſolution of corrofi ve ex-

| When we confider that this afteclion ſucceed. 


ed the cure of the former eruption, there is 
ſome preſumption that it may have been the 
effect of a change of circulation.

In what manner it produces 
ſuch achange, I cannot pretend to ſay, at leaſt, with 
any degree of confidence, On this lubject, however, 
I have ſometimes indulged myſelf in conjectui es; 
and theſe 1 ſhall not ſcruple to ſubmit to your 


conſideration. I conſider morbid ſenſibility as de- 


pending on oneof two circumſtances ; on the ſtate 
of the ſentient extremities of the nerves, or on the 
condition of the nervous fluid. I cannot help think - 


ing, that electricity may have ſome influence on 


both. It will affect the ſtate of the extremities, 
Aa . 
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in as far as it acts as a ſtimulus to moving fibres. 

i will affect the ſtate of the nervous fluid, as every. 
ſtimulus, applied to the extremity of the nerves, 
muſt communicate its effects to the origin. And, 
by this means, it may alter the ſtate of action 1 in 
the brain in general, or, at leaſt, in that part of 
the brain furniſhing ſecreted fluid to: the nerves 
morbidly affected. For, I am diſpoſed to think, 
that the brain is to be conſidered not as one ſe- 
creting organ, but as a collection of ſecreting or- 
gans. And that the fluid ſeparated at one time, 
which is conveyed into different nerves, may not 
Poſſeſs the ſame general properties.

Theſe arguments muſt, at firſt fight, appear 
to be very convincing; and, if they be well 
founded, to the full extent here mentioned, 
they would neceſſarily eſtabliſh the doctrine 
of the two diſeaſes depending on the ſame 
infectious matter. On accurate examination, 
however, they will, J apprehend, by no means 
be found ſo coricluſive as in general imagined. 
'Admitting ſome of them to be ſtrictly true, the 
concluſion by no means follows, that the matter 
of gonorrhoea and ſyphilis are the ſame ; and, 
reſpeQing the others, it will not be denied, that 
there is, at leaſt, room for deception. To evince 
this, however, it eee ge eh more par- 
4icular view of them. 

That both diſeaſes, in by much the ee

tion of all the three. Even admitting, therefore, 
the aſſertion on which this argument is built to 
be no rare occurrence, yet rte means proves 
that the matters of ſyphilis and e 
are of the ſame nature. 

- The 4th and laſt argument biens lux i 
abe to anſwer, is, that an affection which 
begins under the form of gonorrhoca, will, in 
eonſequence of improper treatment, de convert 
ed into a ſyphilis. Could this be eſtabliſhed, i 
would unqueſtionably prove the ſameneſs of the 
matter in both; and you will meet vith many 
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practitioners who will poſſibly affirm that they 


have ſeen it. Here, however, there is more 


ground for deception than is commonly imagi- 
ned; and, on ſuch deceptions, the aſſertion ſeems 
to have been founded. It is commonly alledged 
to be the effect of aſtringents, injected at an ear- 
ly period of the diſeaſe. And it is not to be re- 
fuſed, that, from an improper adminiſtration of 
theſe, bad conſequences often reſult, In ſome inſtan- 
ces, they induce very conſiderable and obſtinate 
inflammations. In others, and that more frequently 
too, they give riſe to ſwelling of the teſticle, 


Neither the one nor the other of theſe appear- 


ances, however, are to be conſidered as ſyphilitic 
ſymptoms, but as merely the effect of inflamma- 
tion, induced by a ſudden change in the ſtate of 


Circulation; and, accordingly, they are cured by 


the uſe of antiphlogiſtic regimen and medicines. 
It is not to be denied, indeed, that there 
have been caſes where ſyphilis has ſucceeded 
gonorrhoea. But this as frequently happens, 
when the gonorrhoca has been treated in the 
moſt judicious and cautious manner, as when it 
has been precipitately cured. Nor is it neceſſa- 
ry for the explanation of this fact, that we ſhould

| borate treatiſe has been written by Mr Sanches, 
i one of the phyſicians. to the Empreſs of Ruſſia, to 
prove that the venereal diſcaſe was not. brought 
from America, But, notwithſtanding what he 
has faidito the contrary, I: am ſtill inclined to be- 
eve, that neither ſyphilis. nor gonorrhoea were 
known ell the- diſcovery of America. 'The ſub- 
je& of the firſt appearance of venereal complaints 
in Europe has been more laboured by Dr Aſtruc 
than by any other writer, He bas been at the 
utmoſt pains in collecting facts upon this ſubject. 
Upon his authority, it appears, that both diſeaſes 
did not appear at the ſame time in Europe, but 
Ifthat the ſyphilis had been obſerved many years 
before the gonorrhoea was known.

And T might here have employed, as 
a a means of diminiſhing or deſtroying the vital 
power of the worms, the decoction of cabbage- 
tree bark, or other articles ſuppoſed to be of the 
higheſt efficacy, But I was unwilling to venture 
on the uſe of a remedy which I had not before 
tried, with ſo young a patient, I had, therefore, 
recourſe to calomel, with the view of killing the 
worms, or debilitating their power; and to the 
tincture of jallap, combined with ſimple ſyrup, 
for the expulſion of them. In theſe medicines 
we have uniformly perſiſted ſince this patient 
came under our care; and, in their operation, for 
the moſt part, we have not been diſappointed. 
Every different doſe has been attended with the 
diſcharge of ſeveral worms; and now he appears 
to be in no degree affected with ſymptoms from 
worms. I am, therefore, hopeful, that few, if any 
worms, now remain. While, however, there is

- Although, in this mode of cure, a very large 
proportion of an article which is commonly con- 
ſidered as x very draſtic purgative, be introduced 
into the alimentary canal; yet it is fad, that it 
never produces amy bad effect, even with children 
and it is farther ſaid, that where it it operates 
ſtrongly as a cathartic, its operation is is not at- 
tended with gripes. It deſerves here to de re- 
marked, that the remedy of Dr Herrenſchwand,

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28 well as that of Madam Nouffer; is repreſented 
as being effectual only againſt the Tænia lata 
or tape- worm. Dr Herrenſchwand himſelf allows 
that he has derived but little benefit from ĩt when 
employed againſt the Tænia cucurbitina or gourd- 
worm. Hence, then, beſides what ariſes from 
the activity of the purgative employed, another 
doubt with regard to the efficacy of the fern- 
powder may be a from the influence of

I cannot, — from theſe-circumſtances, 

confiderthe evidence which we have of the efficacy 
of the fern-powder-as being much invalidated. - 
Witz regard to the efficacy of Dr Herrenſeh- 
wand's mode of treatment, it would at preſent 
be out of place to make any obſervations... 1 
have had occaſion to employ it alſo in ſome caſes, 
the particulars of which I propoſe to lay before 
the public in a future volume of this publication. 

It is ſufficient here to obſerve, that, in his prac- 


tice, the gamboge is given to a much greater ex- 


tent than it is ever employed by Madam Nouffer. 
And it may farther be remarked, chat, in the 
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or what-ſhe- calls the, ſperite; before i: 
boge, or any other purgative, was takenec; To 
theſe arguments it may alſo! be added, that the 
power of the male fern as an anthelmintic, and 
particularly as a remedy in caſes of Tænia, was 
well known to the ancients. This abundantly 
appears from the writings of Theophraſtus;:Dio- 
ſcorides, Galen, Oribaſius, Actius, Avicenna, 
and many others. It ſeems, however, to have 
ſhared the fate of many other powerful articles 
of the materia medica, in falling into unmerited 
negle& among practitioners of more modern 
date. Into the cauſes of this it is unneceſſary to 
inquire: but if the preſent practice ſhall confirm 
the opinion of the ancients, the reſtoration -of 
this article to the liſt of the materia medica may 
be conſidered as a circumſtance of importance in 
the practice of medicine. In the caſe before us, 
while the expulſion of the vorm unqueſtionably 
followed the treatment employed, that degree of

But if the caſe before us ſerves to ſſiow that the 
fern · powder is a-retnedy of efficacy in expelling 
the Tænia lata, it. is a matter of ſtill greater import - 
ance to aſcertain whether it affords an eſſectual 
and radical cure in ſuch caſes. With regard to 
this queſtion, in the preſent inſtance at leaſt, I can 
now ſpeak with greater confidence than formerly. 
Even at that time, indeed, when I conſidered,

The late ingenious Mr Charles Darin who 
officiated as medical aſſiſtant at the Diſpenſary

Since I wrote the PTY 1 have been 
favoured with a letter from an eminent and re- 
ſpectable phyſician, Dr Ogilvy of Forfar, giving 
an account of a caſe in which he has employed 
the fern · powder againſt Tænia. His patient has 
taken this medicine many different times in the 
manner directed by Madame Nouffer. The con- 
ſequence has been, that upwards of thirty yards 
of a Tznia have been brought away. Dr Ogilvy 
has ſent me a large fragment of this worm; and 
I find it to be the Vermis Cucurbitinus of Pla- 
terus, or Tznia Solium of Linnæus. Although 
every doſe of the fern has brought away a large 


portion of it, yet even frequent repetition has not 


been able to effect a complete removal. This

If we trace him from the earlieſt periods 
at which he was capable of rational ex- 
ertion, to the final termination of his la- 
bours, we ſhall find ample ſubject for e- 
logium, and conſpicuous examples for imi- 
ration, without being interrupted by a 
ſingle tranſaction over which it is ne- 
r to caſt a veil. 
About the beginning of the preſent 
century, his father, retiring from the ar- 
my, fixed his reſidence in Edinburgh; and 
was foon afterwards admitted a member 
of the college of furgeons- in that Fity: 
Real knowledge, ſteady induſtry, and 
engaging manners, ſoon introduced him 
into extenſive practice. But although he 
was much occupied in the diſcharge. of 
profeſſional engagements, the education of 
his ſon engroſſed no ſmall part of his at- 
tention; and it was an object from which 
he ever derived the greateſt felicity. He 
faw, with a father's feeling, early marks 
of | ſuperior talents: He wiſhed that

dinburgh then afforded but little oppor- 


tunity for. medical inſtruction: And he 


ripened by years, and improved by cul- 
ture, might be the happy means of ſup- 

plying ſo great a defect. That genius, 
united with uncommon aſſiduity, facili- 


tated his progreſs, in acquiring an early 


and accurate knowledge, in all thoſe 


branches of literature, which could then 
be obtained from an Edinburgh educa- 
tion. As he was intended for the profeſ- 
fion of medicine, it may naturally be ſup- 
poſed, that his information in the preli- 


minary branches of that art was not 
inconſiderable, when he had, for his firſt 


teacher, an intelligent and affectionate pa- 
rent. But at Edinburgh, other opportu- 
nities of improvement in medical ſeience 
were then wanting. For, at that time, 
even the name of a medical ſchool had 
not here an exiſtence. There were indeed 
titular profeſſors, but there were no teach

was ſhewn only occaſionally, mY in a ſu- 
perficial manner, as an additional dif; grace 
to the puniſhment of the moſt atrocious 

crimes. It was not therefore in this city, | 
that the intelligent practitioner, or aecom- 
pliſhed teacher, could then be formed. 
An education elſewhere 'was. neceſſary to 
ſatisfy the wiſhes of a young man ambi- 
tious to excel, and to promote the views 
of a fond father, who had projected the 
furure fame of a ſon, whoſe opening ge- 
nius was already the object of his ad- 
miration. 

An extenſive courſe of education "at 
London, at Paris, and at Leyden, was 
judiciouſly planned, and effectually carried 

into execution. During his refidence at 
_ thoſe places, no circumſtance more ſtrong- 
ly marked Dr Moxxo's character, than 
the unywearied aſſiduity with which he 
cultivated every opportunity for improve- 
ment which they afforded. He became the 
attentive pupil of the moſt eminent teachers 
of thoſe days. And among others whoſe 
public lectures he attended, we may men- 

| tion 
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þ tion the names of Cheſelden, Havikſby, 
Chomel, Bouquet, Thibaut, and the illuſ- 
trious Boerhaave. From theſe preceptors, 


he could not fail of acquiring much uſe- 


ful knowledge. But it was not from pub- 
lic teachers alone that he derived in- 


ſtruction. Fired with the ambition of 5 


excelling 1 in the profeſſion he had choſen, 


wherever he went, he neglected no op- 


portunity for obtaining real knowledge. 
This was the object of his purſuit, and he 
ſought it Wherever it was to be found. 


But if he derived much from the eru- | 


dition of others, his progreſs was no leſs 


forwarded by his own reflections. To all 


that could be obtained from the lectures 


of eminent teachers, or from the conver - 


ſation of men of learning and experience, 
he ſuperadded the fruits of his own in- 
duſtry, improved by the remarks of thoſe 
who were the companions of his ſtudies, 


An eſſay on the bones in general, deliver. 


ed in a ſociety of his fellow=ſtudents at 
London, was the ground-work of a fu- 
tyre publication on that ſubject; which 


will 


* 
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will do him 1mmortal honour. Several 
elegant anatomical preparations which he 
made at London, were preſented by his fa- 
ther to the colleges of phyſicians and of ſur- 
geons at Edinburgh, and gained him very | 
great credit as an anatomiſt. Mr Drum- 
mond, who had then the title of profeſſor of 
anatomy, was ſo much pleaſed with thoſe 
marks of the progreſs which he had made, 
that he formed the reſolution of relinquiſh- 
ing a nominal dignity, and delivering it 
into the hands of one by whom it would 
be converted into an uſeful profeſhon, 
Neither, however, a natural predilec- 
tion for anatomy, nor the aſſurances which 
he had received of being furniſhed. with 
an opportunity of teaching it on his 
return to Edinburgh, led him to negle& 
other branches of medicine. His nume- 
rous manuſcripts from the lectures of 
many different teachers are ſtill preſerved; 
and they demonſtratehis extenſive labours, 
his unwearied induſtry. But from the 
proſpect which he had of ſoon filling an 
anatomical chair, it may naturally be 
| ſuppoſed, 


1 1 
ſuppoſed, that this fundamental branch of 
medical ſcience was never poſtponed to 


any other. While, therefore, he exerted 


much induſtry to become an able phyſi- 


cian, he ſtrained every nerve to Frader 


himſelf an accompliſhed anatomiſt. | 
Thus qualified for the duties of a 
practitioner, and for the office of a teacher, 
be returned to Edinburgh. There he 
remained not long inactive. Within the 


ſpace of a few months after his arrival, in 


the year 1720, he began the firſt regular 
courſe of anatomical and chirurgical lec- 
tures and demonſtrations which was ever 
delivered in that city. From his abilities 
and zeal, ſucceſs could hardly fail to at- 


tend his labours. The ſatisfaction given 
to his audience did not diſappoint the ex- 
pectations of thoſe who held him in the 


higheſt eſteem; and while his accuracy as 


an anatomiſt and ingenuity as a phy- 


ſiologiſt were equally conſpicuous, he ne- 
glected no opportunity of pointing out

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- But it could not be expected that an 
dene and chirurgical courſe alone, 
| however valuable, or that ſingle pro- f 
feſſor, however great his abilities, would 
be ſufficient to raiſe the fame of a medical 
ſchool, which had to combat many rival 
ſeminaries of deferved eminence. It be- 
came, therefore, a matter of rhe utmoſt 
conſequence to obtain ſuch aſſociates as 
could ſecond and ſupport his labours. 
His father, whoſe zeal for the accompliſh- 
ment of his favourite object, the intro- 
duction of regular medical education at 
Edinburgh, had increaſed in proportion 
to the probability of ſucceſs, prevailed on 
Dr Alſton, then king's botaniſt for Scot- 
land, to begin a courſe of lectures on the 
materia medica. Still, however, the want 
of lectures on other branches was an 
eſſential defect. The endeavours, there- 
fore, of the young profeſſor were ſtre- 
nuouſly, exerted for exciting in others the 
ſame enthuſiaſm with which he was him- 
ſelf animated. Theſe endeavours were 

ſoon crowned with ſucceſs; and he obtain 

| eld 
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ed aſſociates in every reſpect RT Ong 
dent to his wiſhes... In a ſhort time, he 
had for his colleagues, Rutherford, Sin- 


clair, Plummer, and Innes, names which - 


will be long and deſervedly conſpicuous 
in the annals of medicine. Aided by 
theſe fellow- teachers, and their immediate 
ſucceſſors, he continued his labours with 
indefatigable induſtry, for near the ſpace 
had the ſatisfaction of obſerving the in- 
creaſing fame of a ſeminary of medical 
education, which owed its exiſtence in a 
great meaſure to himſelf; and, before the 
termination of his labours, to find it e- 
qualled by few other medical ſchools, and 
inferior to none in Europe. Thus the 
man who had given a beginning to medi- 
cal education at this place, ſaw. it acquire 

in reality, as high a degree of reputation 
as he could ever conceive in imagination. 
ff But to the applauſe which reſulted from 
his ſucceſs, he ſuperadded the merit of 
teaching with ſingular liberality of ſenti- 
ment. Of chis diſpoſition, his conduct 
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to the weak Dr: Martin exkiblied a - 


ſtriking example. When Dr Martin, juſtly 
celebrated both as a philoſopher and phy- 
ſician, began to read medical lectures at 


Edinburgh, men of narrower minds views 


ed him in the light of a rival to the College. 
But Dr Mono thought, and he thought 
with juſtice, that the fame of the ſchool 


of medicine at Edinburgh, would be in- 
cdereaſed in proportion to the number of able 


teachers, whether their leſſons were de- 
livered within or without the precincts 


of the univerſity; and he rejoiced chat 
another opportunity was there afforded, to 


the ſtudents of that ſcience, for acquiring 
uſeful knowledge. Upon the death of Dr 


Martin, he lamented the untimely fate of a 


riſing genius: He celebrated the praiſes of 
departed worth: And he ſuperintended the 
publication of his poſthumous works, that 
the anatomical part of his labours might 


deſeend to poſterity, witch every advan- 


tage to his fame: A conduct worthy of 4 
man; an example deſerving the een 
9 IE gan.” þ *

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It has ice often and juſtly regretted, / 
Un the prejudices of the vulgar have ren - 
dered private diſſection at Edinburgh, if 
not impoſſible, at leaſt to a high degree 
hazardous. Had Dr Mongo lived in a 
more enlightened age, from his conduct 
in other reſpects, there can be no room to 
doubt, that he would have employed every 
effort, to afford to the anatomical ſtudent 
at Edinburgh all thoſe opportunities of 
improvement which he can enjoy either at 


London or Paris. But thoſe deſirable 


objects, from the genius of the period and 
of the people, ſtill remain to be accom— 
liſhed. If, however, the time ſhall ever 
arrive, when the preſent inſuperable barrier | 
of vulgar prejudice ſhall be removed, every 
one, who is duly intereſted in the public 
good, will aſſiſt in forwarding this im- 
provement: But the ardent zeal and ex- 
tenſive views of another MoxRxo will be ne- 
eeſſary for its complete accompliſhment.

chat capacity, would be to kes very 
ceonfined view of what he was, and of what 
he did. While he ſhewed uncommon 
anxiety in giving inſtruction to his pu- 
pils, he was no leſs aſſiduous in adding to 
his own knowledge, and i improving every 
branch of the medical art. He was fully 
ſenfible of the many advantages, which 
the students of medicine, which the coun- 
try at large, and which mankind in gene- 
ral, would derive from the eſtabliſhment 
of an hoſpital at Edinburgh. To afford 
immediate and ſalutary aid, to thoſe at 
once oppreſſed with poverty and diſeaſe; 
to teach the healing art by experiment 
and example; to furniſh uſeful leſſons, 
not merely to ſtudents, but to thoſe en- 
gaged in practice; and to improve the art 
. itſelf; were the in valuable objects, rea- 
ſonably to be expected from ſuch an inſti- 
tution. For the ſpeedy accompliſhment, 
therefore, of ſuch a purpoſe, he left no 
meaſure untried, no nerve unſtrained. In 
this, indeed, he laboured not alone; nor

No one 
could be animated with more liberal 
principles, no one could exert more in- 
ceſſant endeavours for the eſtabliſhment 
of the Royal Infirmary, than the late 
Grone DrRUMMOND, Eſq ;. who had 
often held the rank of chief magiſtrate 
of the city of Edinburgh, with no leſs 


credit to himſelf, than advantage to the 


public. His ſtation, as well as his "<4 
bilities, juſtly entitled him to take the 
we 4 a rents ng or

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citizens. And in define, ſuperintend- 10 
ing, and executing every part of the work, 
he found in Dr Monro. a faithful and 
aſſiduous colleague. By the unanimous 
voice of the firſt contributors, theſe 
two were alone nominated the building- 
committee; and ere long they had the 
ſatis faction of beholding a large, com- 
modious, and elegant hoſpital, completely 
furniſhed. To their mutual labours, there- 
fore, mankind are indebted, for all the 
advantages reſulting from the W Infir- 
mary of Edinburgh. 

- Dr Mono foreſaw that this hoſpital 
would be uſeful for many purpoſes :| But 
he had particularly in view the advan- 
tages which might be derived from it 
as a field for medical education; and in 
rendering it ſubſervient to this end, he 
took an active part, to the lateſt period 
of his life. Even after he was exhauſt- 
ed by years and by exertion, and had 
entirely relinquiſhed to his ſon the du- 
ties of the anatomical claſe, he yet con- 
en with . induſtry his pre- 
414. oe lections 
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lections in the Infirmary. There I had 
myſelf the happineſs of being a pupil 
vho profited by the judicious conduct of 
his practice, who was improved by the 
_ wiſdom and acuteneſs of his remarks. I 

have indeed to regret, that I attended 
only the laſt courſe of lectures in which 
he had ever a ſhare, and at a time when 
he was ſubjected to a diſeaſe which proved 
at length fatal. Still, however, from what 
I ſaw, and from what I heard, I can 
venture to aſſert, that it is hardly poſſible 
to conceive a phyſician more attentive 
to practice, a preceptor more anxious to 
communicate inſtruction. His humani- 
ry in the former of theſe characters, led 
him to beſtow the moſt anxious care on 
his patients while they were alive; and 
his zeal in the latter, induced him to 
make them the ſubje&t of uſeful leſſons 
when they happened to die. ; 

In the different ſtations of phyſician, of 
lettdirer; and of manager, in the hoſpital, 
he took every meaſure for inquiring into 
— nnen He 
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perſonally attended the opening of every 
body: and he not only dictated to the 
ſtudents, an accurate report of the diſſec- 
tion; but, with nice diſcrimination, con- 
traſted the diſeaſed and ſound: ſtate f 
every organ. Thus, in his own perſon, he 
afforded to the ſtudents a conſpicuous ex- 
ample of the advantages of early ana- 
tomical purſuits, as the happieſt founda- 
tion for a medical ſuperſtructure. His 
being at once engaged in two depart- 
ments, the Anatomical Theatre and Clini- 
cal Chair, furniſhed him with opportuni- 
ties for experiment both on the dead and 
living body, and placed him in the moſt 
favourable ſituation for the improvement 
of medicine; and from theſe opportunitiei

The Cie: dns of et wiiich led 
Dr Mono. to be an active teacher, and 
by which he was inſtrumental in the eſta- 
bliſhment of the infirmary, diſtinguiſhed 
him in every other ſituation in life. Be- 
fides extenſive practice in the line of his

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profeſſion, to enumerate all the important 
tranſactions in which he was uniformly 
engaged, would require a-tedious detail. 
He was not only a member of many 
learned Societies, and a manager of many 
public charities ; but, with the ſtricteſt 
punctuality, he at the ſame time performed

engagements, both of a civil and political 
nature: And, though very few have ever 
deen at once employed in ſo many different 
occupations, no one could be more aſſi- 
duous in his endeavours to promote

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In every Society at Edinburgh, for the 
improvement of arts, or of letters, he was 
juſtly conſidered. as one of its brighteſt 
ornaments. He was a member of the 
Colleges of Surgeons and Phyſicians; of the 
Medical Society, which then ſubſiſted; of 
the Philoſophical Society; of the Select 
Society for queſtions in morality and po- 
litics; and of the Society for promoting 
arts, ſciences, and manufactures in Scot- 
land. In all theſe he uniformly ſup» 
ported the character of an able aſſociate, 
and 1n all of them his zeal was not infe- 
rior to his abilities. While he was eſteemed 
and reſpected at home, he was revered 
and honoured abroad. The Societies at 


London and at Paris, eſtabliſhed and

It is, therefore, with much ſatisfaction 
I now deliver to him this Medal, with 
the Works of the illuſtrious Harvey; and 
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| I 1 wiſh, that n competitors 
may do equal honour to the inſtitution. - 
The ſubject of the Blood does not ap- 
pear to be yet exhauſted. Controverkies 
reſpecting its parts ſtill ſubſiſt. It is a 
fluid of ſuch importance in the animal 
"ceconomy, that every remaining doubt 
concerning it muſt be matter of regret. 
The inquiry, therefore, of this year, 
is into the Nature and Ingredients of the 
SERUM. The ſaline matter which this 
contains, is ſtill the ſubject of diſpute. 
Whether its viſcid part be coagulable 
lymph diſſolved in the ſeroſity, requires 
demonſtration; and the exiſtence of mu- 
cus in it, does not ſeem to be aſcer- 
rained. Cloſely connected with this inve- 
ſtigation, is the theory of Purulence. The 
experiments of Pringle and Gaber have 
of late been much controverted: ſo that, 
in every view, the field for inquiry is 
conſiderable; and will, I hope, fully re- 
pay the labour beſtowed,” 
No arguments, ſurely, are en at 
this day to recommend n pur- 
ſuit.

ſuit. No one is now ignorant, that it is 
the only road to genuine ſcience; and that 
nothing is intitled to the denomination of 
philoſophy, which reſts not on this founda- 
tion. Had it not been that taſte for ex- 
periment ſo happily introduced by the im- 
mortal BAcoN, and ſince ſo ſucceſsfully - 
cultivated, we might have ſtill been drag- 
ging the car of Ariſtotle, ſtill toiling in 
the trammels of the ſchools. 
Though even random experiment may 
have ſometimes ſtruck out truths of mo- 
ment, yet a fund of knowledge, and a 
collected attention, are certainly the ſureſt 
guides, not only to bare diſcovery, but to 
principles of extenſive application. The 
leaves of trees had been falling unheeded 
from the beginning of the world: it was 
the attentive eye and comprehenfive mind 
of NewTox alone that could ſeize this 


common appearance, and from it explain 


the conſtitution of the univerſe. 

Indeed the very habit of experiment 

tends to awaken and improve thoſe facul- 

ties of the mind, on which ſucceſs moſt .
